In  November  a sub~oommittee  met  at  Castle  Rising  to  discuss  with 
an  Archixect  of  the  Mims  try  of  Housing  and  Local  &ovemm@nt,  the 
Council's  proposed  layout  for  32  dwellings®  The  latter  agreed  entirely 
with  this  layout  and  consequently  an  application  for  planning  approval 
was  submitted  to  the  Coimty  Council  9 who  whilst  not  disagreeing  with 
the  layout  in  principle,  objected  to  the  grouped  garages,  but  offered 
no  alternative  suggestions®  Consequently,  at  the  end  of  the  year  we 
were  still  seeking  plarming  approval  for  the  layout® 

Whilst  appreciating  the  fact  that  the  Council  anticipates  building 
30  dwellings  at  East  Y/inch  dviring  the  following  year  (1968)  the  figure 
of  4 dwellings  orily  for  1967  is  the  lowest  on  record,  at  least  in  post 
war  years,  and  one  hopes  that  this  dubious  record  will  never  again  be 
attained®

‘ tinder  such  circumstances , it  would  have  been  pointless  to  make 
any  concentrated  survey  in  an  effort  towards  removal  of  the  remaining 
imfit  properties  as  we  are  not  in  a position  to  re-house  the  unfortunate 
occupants  of  these  sub-standard  houses^  many  of  which  still  remain  to 
be  dealt  with.  It  is  time  we  have  re-housed  the  odd  family  or  two,  but 
we  are  still  faced  with  the  job  of  rehousing  quite  a large  number  of 
families  throughout  the  District,  and  this  the  Council  is  unable  to 
do  unless  they  procure  more  building  sites. 

The  only  available  houses  we  shall  in  due  course  have  to  offer 
will  be  at  East  Winch,  and  later  on  at  Castle  Rising,  This  might  not 
be  acceptable,  or  indeed  from  a work  point  of  view  convenient,  for 
people  who  require  rehousing  at  Great  Massingham  for  example,  or 
Castle  Acre,  where  incidentally  we  have  the  largest  proportion  of 
sub-standard  houses,  and,  in  my  previous  reports  it  is  for  such 
reasons  that  I have  stressed  the  need  to  go  into  these  matters  more 
fully,  I must  advise  you  that  as  a Housing  Authority  the  needs  of 
the  district  as  a whole  must  be  taken  into  account.  Concentration 
of  development  in  2 parishes  out  of  23  does  not  meet  this  problem. 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  30 
dwellings  at  East  Winch,  and  Ministry  loan  santion  was  also  received 
for  the  modernisation  of  18  dwellings  at  Freebridge  Terrace, Middleton, 
on  which  work  commenced  in  November, 

HRIYATE  HOUSING. 

In  contrast  to  the  Council’s  efforts,  there  has  been  an  enormous 
increase  in  the  building  figures  of  private  enterprise  during  this  last 
year,  669  applications  were  approved  as  compaxed  with  356  applications

Whilst  one  appreciates  extensions  of  mains  are 

for 

purpose  of 

building  estate  development  and  thus  continued  growth  in  the  rateable 
value  and  population  of  the  District,  I expressed  concern  at  the  costs 
involved  and  recommended  a charge  of  50?^  of  actual  cost  to  be  made  to 
each  estate  developer  in  respect  of  all  new  mains.  This  the  Committee 
accepted,  and  one  is  pleased  to  report  it  has  worked  quite  smoothly  and 
with  few  objections. 

During  the  year  the  descaling  and  painting  of  both  the  Tower  and 
Water  storage  tank  at  Middleton  and  at  Westacre,  were  completed.  Also 
during  the  year  the  lead  covering  of  the  Appleton  Tower  was  stolen,  which 
necessitated  not  only  a new  roof  covering,  but  on  exposure  of  the  timber, 
considerable  repair  works,  to  a total  of  some  £850. 

Regarding  the  inadequacy  of  the  water  supply  to  the  Woo t ton 
Parishes,  both  the  Clerk  and  myself  expressed  our  concern  to  the  King's 
Lynn  Corporation.  We  were  informed  that  an  approach  was  being  made 
to  the  Ministry  with  a view  to  laying  a new  trunk  main  from  their 
Hillington  borewells  to  South  Wootton,  which  would  considerably  alleviate 
our  problem,  and  were  asked  if  our  Council  would  support  them  in  the  form 
of  a letter  expressing  our  concern,  to  which  suggestion  the  Committee 
agreed. 


I can  only  repeat  the  fears  expressed  in  my  last  years  report. 

If  the  growth  of  development  at  North  & South  Wootton  continues  at  its 
present  rate,  then  until  such  time  as  we  can  expect  a better  water  supply 
from  King's  Lynn  Corporation,  then  serious  consideration  will  ultimately 
have  to  be  given  to  cease  all  further  development.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  to  operate  throughout  the 
District®  On  the  major  tips  every  effort  has  been  made  to  employ  the 
method  known  as  controlled  tipping  whereby  refuse  is  covered  on  the 
day  of  tipping  cr  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable®  During  sojnmer 
months,  all  tips  were  treated  with  insecticide j,  and  also  regular  visits 
have  been  made  by  the  rodent  operator  to  keep  tips  free  from  vermin® 

During  the  year  the  Castleaore  tip  was  filledj,  sc  another  tip  in 
this  area  was  sought  but  with  no  success®  Collection  from  Gastleacre 
is  now  deposited  at  Great  Maasingbam® 

In  November  the  Council  placed  a firm  order  for  a new  25  cu®  yard 
dual  tip  Refuse  Collector  V'hich  should  help  corisiderably  towards  getting 
a cleaner  and  better  collection  service® 


On  the  27th  - 29th  May  the  Council  undertook  the  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  and  the  emptjdng  of  soakaways  at  Sandringham  Park  on  behalf 
of  the  Caravan  Club®  One  understands  that  this  was  the  largest  rally  of 
this  kind  ever  held  in  Britain®  Unf ortunately,  the  weather  was  atrocious 
and  with  each  succeeding  day  the  ground  became  such  a quagmire  that  the 
Caravan  Club  was  forced  to  employ  a fleet  of  tractors  and  light  trailers 
to  convey  the  refuse  to  ovir  vehicles  which  were  stationed  on  firm  ground 
and  thence  to  our  tips®  This  was  a.n  onorthordox  and  laborious  means  of 
collection  but  nevertheless  was  quite  successful  under  the  difficult 
circumstances®  Needless  to  say,  for  our  part  in  this  operation,  a suit- 
able charge  was  made,  covering  cost  of  vehicles,  labour  etc® 

During  the  year,  we  have  had  discussions  with  King^s  Lynn  Corporation 
Officials  on  the  question  of  their  joining  us  to  fill  the  Parish  pits  at 
South  Wootton,  and  possibly  at  a later  stage  to  tip  jointly  at  oior  Refuse 
tip  at  Setchey®  These  discussions  have  been  made  on  the  recommendations 
of  a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Inspector,  who,  as  members 
are  aware,  made  a visit  to  both  Authorities  to  examine  the  costing  and 
general  efficiency  cf  the  cleansirjg  services®

SEPTIC  TANK/CESSPOOL  EMFTYIM^ 


There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  septic  tanks  emptied,  I4IO 
as  compared  with  1614-  for  the  previous  yearo  This  of  course  is  attributable 
to  the  sewering  of  West  Winch  and  partially  completed  sewering  of  South 
Wootton.  For  the  remainder  of  the  district  hov/ever,  the  Council  still  main- 
tains a service  v^hich  allows  one  free  emptying  per  property  per  annum. 

During  the  year  82  man/days  were  lost  due  to  illness  and  one/man  day  was 
lost  due  to  absence  from  work.

SEWERA&E  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  West  Winch  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily;  all  effluent 
samples  taken  both  by  the  G-reat  Ouse  River  Authority  and  ourselves  were  up 
to  standard. 

During  the  year,  acting  on  ny  advice,  the  Council  decided  to  construct 
a moveable  travelling  canopy  on  rails  to  assist  in  sludge  drying  and  also  to 
construct  three  additional  sludge  drying  beds  for  which  Ministry  Loan  Sanction 
was  obtained  in  the  sum  of  £3,442.  As  members  are  aware,  for  all  future  major 
sev/erage  schemes  mechanical  sludge  drying  processes  will  be  employed  to  over- 
come this  problem. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  almost  the  whole  of  South  Wootton,  with  the 
exception  of  one  large  housing  estate  on  the  east  side  of  Castle  Rising  Road 
had  been  sewered,  and  the  Contractors  were  well  on  with  the  scheme  in  the 
village  of  North  Wootton, 

Trial  bore  holes  were  carried  out  at  Castleacre  and  Middleton,  and  in 
the  latter  village  an  outline  scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Public  Health 
Engineering  Department  of  the  Coimty  Council,  in  which  they  recommended 
that  the  disposal  v/orks  be  sited  on  the  south  side  of  the  A. 47  at 
Blackborough  End,  This  was  obvious  from  both  engineering  and  financial 
grounds.  This  has  been  stressed  for  many  years  and  the  Council  has  agi’eed 
with  me  on  this  point. 

In  August  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  County  Planning 
Authority  asking  them  to  revise  their  policy  in  regard  to  the  attempt  to 
restrict  development  to  the  south  of  trunk  road  A. 47,  to  which  the  County 
Council  replied  that  they  proposed  to  adhere  to  their  previous  policy  of 
permitting  large  scale  development  at  Fair  G-reen  onlyo  This  is  to  be 
regretted,  and  a reappraisal  of  the  position  in  Middleton,  in  say  five  years 
hence  will  I am  sure,  prove  the  Planning  Authority  to  be  wrong  in  the  areas 
they  have  allooated  as  permitted  development. 

The  G-ayton-G-rimston  sewerage  scheme  v/as  presented  to  the  Council  and 
approved  in  principle,  and  except  for  a few  technical  details,  s till  to  be 
resolved,  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  suggested  that  they  might  be  in 
a position  to  invite  tenders  for  this  scheme  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SEWERAGE  MD  DRAINAGE  COM"D 


During  the  year  a petition  signed  by  425  Parishioners  of  Gt.Massingham 
was  received,  and  requested  the  Council  to  consider  the  urgent  need  of 
sewering  their  village.  After  due  consideration  the  Council  decided  that  no 
alterations  should  be  made  in  their  list  of  priority  schemes  which  had 
been  drawn  up  some  years  previously. 

Also  during  the  year,  an  approach  by  the  Sandringham  Estate  was  made 
to  the  Council  for  a contribution  towards  the  capital  costs  of  constructing 
a new  sewerage  disposal  works  at  a cost  of  £7g000,  which  upon  completion 
would  be  vested  and  maintained  by  the  Council,,  The  Council  informed  the 
Estate  that  they  would  be  prepared  to  consider  all  suggestions  made  upon 
receipt  of  more  detailed  information, 

PEST  ACT  1949. 

The  Council  continued  to  employ  one  man  for  whom  a lock  up  store  and 
necessary  equipment  and  poisons  is  provided. 

Domestic  premises  were  still  treated  free  of  charge,  but  for  business 
premises,  farms  etc.  a fee  of  10/6d  per  hour  was  levied,  and  over  the  year 
£60.  12.  was  collected  for  this  work. 

The  same  employee  is  responsible  for  the  control  and  freedom  from 
vermin  of  all  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  which  work  has  been  carried  out 
most  satisfactorily.  This  year,  at  the  request  of  some  householders  a 
few  premises  were  visited  to  dispose  of  wasp  nests,  A charge  of  10/6d 
per  hour  was  made,  making  a total  of  £5*  5»  Od  in  all.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AKD  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT«  I960 


An  application  for  a licence  for  3 caravans  at  Y/est  Winch 
was  refused. 

An  application  for  land  at  Pentney  to  be  licensed  as  a summer 
transit  camp,  where  caravanners  could  pull  in  for  the  night,  was 
refused  by  the  County  Planning  Department,  but  on  Appeal  their 
decision  was  reversed  by  the  Minister,  and  in  my  opinion,  ri^tly 
so,  as  there  is  a pressing  need  for  this  type  of  site  throughout 
the  whole  country.  Unfortunately  however,  for  private  reasons 
the  application  was  not  proceeded  with. 

The  3 large  sites  are  as  follows: 

1*  SOUTH  WOOTTON  - Wootton  Woods  site  (75  caravans).  Over 
the  next  few  years  this  site  will  be  run  down,  as  planning  approval 
for  the  site  to  be  developed  as  a housing  estate  has  been  granted, 
and  in  September  a start  was  made  in  this  respect,  by  the  erection 
of  one  large  residential  property.  To  date  however,  few  applications 
to  be  re-housed  by  the  Council  have  been  received  from  the  Caravan 
dwellers  who  ultimately  ?/ill  have  to  be  moved. 

A letter  was  received  from  the  site  owner  that  he  was  prepared 
to  assist  the  Council  in  the  way  of  an  alternative  site,  but  with 
no  capital  expenditure  to  be  involved  by  him,  but  nothing  more  has 
been  done  in  this  matter. 

2.  SOUTH  WOOTTON  - Gap  Farm  Site  (55  caravans).  This  site 
continued  to  operate  reasonably  satisfactorily.  Certain  provisions 
were  still  required  to  comply  with  the  model  standards  and  conditions 
of  the  site  licence,  but  the  Committee  deferred  taking  further  action 
until  such  time  as  the  site  could  be  connected  to  the  public  sewers 
then  under  construction,  but  not  as  yet  completed. 

3«  BAWSEY  - Innisfree  Site  (40  Caravans).  Although  some  effort 
towards  raising  the  standards  of  the  site  were  made,  at  one  time  the 
Committee  seriously  considered  the  question  of  instituting  legal 
proceedings  on  foxir  counts.  ^ 

After  hearing  the  evidence  of  the  Company  as  to  the  various 
difficulties  they  had  encountered  in  complying  with  the  Council's 
requirements,  among  which  was  the  question  of  an  electricity  supply, 
the  Committee  agreed  to  defer  proceedings  so  as  to  allow  the  Company 
a certain  degree  of  extra  time  to  comply  with  these  outstanding 
items. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

During  the  year,  inspections  were  made  by  a I/Iinistry  of 
Agricultural  veterinary  surgeon,  of  the  licensed  slaughterhouse 
and  knackers  yard,  and  he  expressed  his  continued  satisfaction 
with  both  premises. 

110  visits  were  made  to  the  above  premises  in  order  to 
obtain  the  100^  meat  inspection.
